2: Requisition is given to com- 
missioner of finance. 

3: The budget is checked to see 
if there is sufficient money for 
the loan. mt 

4: A purchase order, which 
authorizes the person to charge 
to the student body, is then is- 
sued. 

It is important to note that 
without a purchase order, the 
student body will not hold itself 
responsible for anything charged 
to it; also the maximum amount 
of the bill should be put down, 
and the bill should not exceed 
that amount..
